Record 776 
Students Show 
Huge Increase 


A record enrollment was set at 
Hartnell College this fall with 776 
students registered up to date. John 
B. Lemos, president of the college, 
noted that this was a 25 percent in- 
crease over last year’s enrollment 
of 622 at this time. 

Mr. Lemos also stated that there 
are approximately three men to 
every woman student. Heaviest en- 
rollments are reported in the Eng- 
lish, engineering, and social science 
departments.

Hartnell Junior College belongs to the citizens who attend it. And 
you can believe us when we say that they really have something. Through 
their tax money, the beautiful gymnasiums, the overflowing library, 
the well-kept campuses and the many educational opportunities are 
maintained here for them to take advantage of and to benefit by. Truly 
their school has many things of which to boast. The high-spirited or- 
ganizations, the Little Theater program, the marching band, the out- 
standing football and baseball teams fielded, and the fine school pub- 


lications are just a few of these. 

An even greater virtue is the attitude taken by school administrators 
and instructors alike in presenting the curricula to the citizens for whom 
they work. The aims of the college are clearly stated in the school bul- 
letin as (1) to train every student for responsible citizenship and to in- 
terest him in abundant and capable living, (2) to prepare qualified stu- 
dents for advanced standing in a four-year college, university, or pro- 
fessional school, (3) to prepare qualified students to enter upon specific 
vocations in business, industry, and agriculture, (4) to develop, as a basis 
for general education, an understanding of the fundamental principles 
of social and nature science, of literature and fine arts, and of physical 
and mental health, (5) to serve the adult life of the community by offer- 
ing opportunity for thought, discussion, and information through the 
faculty and the resources and equipment of the library, classrooms, and 
laboratories. ; 

With the instructors and staff taking this stand, isn’t it only fair that 
the students maintain a similar spirit, thus making the relationship bind- 
ing? Those who come to Hartnell because their older brother was grad- 
uated here, or their father is forcing them, or because they can’t find a 
spouse through the regular contacts of outside life, or for some other 
foolish reason, are not only wasting their own time but are wasting the 
time of the people whose wages they are paying. 

“Unless there is a genuine thirst for knowledge, nothing at all will 
happen,” an outstanding midwestern professor once coined. These words 
apply to any institution of learning, including Hartnell Junior College. 
This clearly indicates the one and only reason for taking up the life of 
a collegian: the desire to learn. No matter what academic background 
a person has, if there is a real want of knowledge, it will show up as 
the best counterpart to the stand taken by the school administration. 

College days are looked upon by many as the best of their lives. How- 
ever, much grief is intermingled and all who attend feel this at one time 
or another. Many felt it here, as an early blow, on registration day. 
That day the fifty acres on Homestead Avenue looked like an Arabian 
bazaar at midday, and to many an unpleasing first impression. Other 
black moments of the first-week confusion followed, such as the much- 
hated bookstore lineup. Other distasteful times will come too, especially 
when the various courses begin to more fully unfold and the nights and 
days of hard study for both personal satisfaction and examinations come 
into reality. This is the real test that convicts the “poor-excuse students.” 

On the other side of the scale, though, are the weights that make col- 
lege days memorable ones. Surely all the colorful activities that go on 
from day to day help in this direction. Certainly something for all 
Hartnell students to be proud: of is the fine record of the football team, 
and all the freshmen entering, though they may think they are being 
abused during the coming initiation, can assume, with the remaining” 
sophomores, the honor that this record bestows on them and the school. 

The biggest weight on'the bright side of the scale, however, is the 
personal contacts made through the activities, organizations, games, 
dances, etc. Certainly when one reminisces about school days, he plays 
upon the courses of study, the school buildings and grounds and the 
other aspects of his life there, but more upon the people he met and 
with whom he worked and played. Long after he has forgotten where 
Liechtenstein is located or the meaning of a split infinitive he’ll remem- 
ber old Bob, Mary, Jack, and the rest of the “kids.” 

So Hartnell Junior College is not only an institution of learning, ye 
citizens who own it and attend it! It’s an institute of good fellowship, 
too. But remember, an institute of learning first. 

Maintain a genuine thirst for knowledge, obey the rules and the rest 
will take care of itself. —By Clifford Pletschet.

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California Veterans Reminded 


Of Additional Aid 


It is important for veterans now 
entering school with Federal G.I. 
Bill assistance to figure out 
whether their entitlement will take 
them all the way to their educa- 
tional goal. If not, they should 
find out right now about addi- 
tional benefits available to them 
through the state’s Cal-Vet assist- 
ance program if they are Califor- 
nia veterans. 


The State Department of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs emphasizes that ex- 
G.I. students should survey the en- 
ire road to their training objec- 
ive not when they near its end. but 
when they first set out. 

While Cal-Vet assistance’ is not 
available at the same time as fed- 
eral aid, it may be spliced into an 
educational program at any point 
where it will enable a veteran to 
nake better use of his federal ben- 
efits. For example, it may be used 
for summer session, saving federal 
entitlement for regular semesters. 
Or it may help to hurdle an in- 
terruption of federal benefits. Or 
veterans nearing the end of their 
G.I. benefits may receive Cal-Vet 
assistance for that part of'a semes- 
ter which will not be covered by 
the Veterans’ Administration. 

V.A. benefits are computed at 
one and one-half days of education 
or training for each day spent in 
service since June 27, 1950. The 
maximum is 36 months, which may 
be spread over a four-year college 
course. Many exservicemen and 
women, of course, plan to study 
longer toward advanced degrees. 
There are additional acceptable 
ways of prolonging federal entitle- 
ment which veterans may learn by

consulting with state representa- 
tives or the school veterans’ advisor. 

While not as generous as federal 
aid, the Cal-Vet program has helped 
thousands of California veterans 
reach their training goals. The im- 
portant thing is to get in touch 
with a. representative of the State 
Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
early. See your veterans’ adviser.

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Ready For First Workout 


Will Seek 24th 
Straight Victory 


The Hartnell Panthers will lay 
their undefeated football record of 
23 straight wins in the hands of a 
favored Yuba eleven tomorrow when 
they face the Forty-Niners in 
Marysville. 

It will mark the first time in 
three years that a Hartnell football 
team has entered a game in the 
role of an underdog. 

The Panther squad is largely 
green and inexperienced and has 
been damaged by injuries. The loss 
of Reggie Kenyon for the season 
has dimmed the running threat of 
Hartnell. The speedy back was 
the team’s best breakaway runner, 
and was outstanding in practice be- 
fore an injury to his knee. 

Three probable starters will be 
forced to watch the game: from the 
bench. Quarterback Dick White 
hurt his wrist and Halfback walt 
Boyarsky is nursing a broken nuse. 
The line has been weakened from 
the forced absence of Guard Tony 
Vallejo who wrenched his knee. 

The Hartnell offensive threat 
will lie in a small but not too fast 
backfield. The offense will be al- 
ternated between running and pass- 
ing although Head Coach ken 
Biue has indicated he has good 
passers in Jim Brown and Isick 
White. Probable starters against 
Yuba will be Brown at quarter- 
back, Paul Nava and Dave Galle- 
gos at the halfback posts, and Tom 
Kyle at fullback. Kyle was the 
fourth highest scorer of last year’s 
squad and had a rushing average 
of 7.4 per carry. Bob Fierro, John 
Black, Nick Pagnini and Liggett 
Lancaster are slated to see action. 

The Panther forward wall is big 
and has two good veterans in Ron 
Earl and Gary Schnieckert. Bob 
Tomczak and Hal Boutte are the 
two likely candidates for the end 
spots with Roland Payne, Marvin 
Roberts and Bob Engols rounding 
out the line. 

Yuba is reported to have four 
returning first stringers and several 
men from the second and third

Inexperienced Squad 
Meets Rough Schedule 


Hartnell’s Panthers, the pride of 
the nation’s jaysee football teams, 
will face the toughest schedule in 
their history when they begin the 
1954 grid season with the Yuba 
College Forty-Niners at Marysville. 

Plagued by spring graduation, 
the Harts are almost completely an 
inexperienced eleven. Only one 
member of that famous ’53 rockem- 
sockem backfield of Tony Teresa, 
Clive Bullian, Tom Kyle, and Wes 
McWilliams has returned. The re- 
turnee, Kyle, is expected to carry 
the weight of the backfield. Play- 
ing in the fullback position, he was 
the fourth highest scorer on the 
squad last year. 

In the line, four lettermen, Ron 
Earl, Marvin Roberts, Bob Tome 
zak, Gary Schnieckert are back, to- 
gether with a host of up-and-com- 
ing freshmen, these boys make up 
a large forward wall. 

Perhaps Coach Ken Blue’s big- 
gest problem will be the spirit of 
the players themselves. The Pan- 
thers have a terrific reputation to 
uphold and boast an undefeated 
string of 23 straight games. Whether 
or not number 24 can be added 
tomorrow will depend upon their 
will to win. 


Hartnell Supports 
Rainbow Backfield 


Hartnell College, undefeated in 
football since 1951, will probably 
field one of the most colorful back- 
fields in American gridiron his- 
tory this fall. 

If Hartnell’s new mentor Ken 
Blue is sporting a red face before 
their opening game against Yuba 
College at Marysville, September 18, 
it’s only because he can’t de- 
cide between the colorful White. 
Brown or Black. 

Two outstanding football pros- 
pects scheduled to replace Tony 
Teresa, 1953 All-American jaycee 
quarterback, are Dick White and 
Jim Brown. For a while Coach 
Blue was really “blue” because he 
had to decide between White, 
Brown and Black, but Black and 
Blue had a conference and Black 
decided he'd rather switch to an- 
other backfield. position, leaving it 
clear for Coach Blue to decide be- 
tween Brown and White. 

Needless to say. it is doubtful 
whether any coach in America 
would disagree with Hartnell’s Ken 
Blue. Blue does have a monopoly 
on most of the popular colors.

Yube’s Forty-Niners are really 
“up” for tomorrow’s grid battle 
with Hartnell. Last year they con- 
tinuously belittled the Panther 
squad. Here is one quote that was 
taken from the San Francisco Chron: 
icle, written by Dan Dillon, athletic 
director of Yuba J.C.: “It would be 
hard to find a jaysee in the state 
with a weaker slate than the Salinas 
school.” 

After Hartnell’s resounding 42-0 
victory over Napa J.C., Paul La- 
throp, Napa coach, had this to say 
about the Panthers: “The differ- 
ence between Yuba and Hartnell 
football teams is Tony ‘Teresa. 
Yuba is deeper than Hartnell. It 
has two very good teams, both 
about equal. After the first seven 
minutes against us, Yuba pulled 
out their starters.
